ferred by person s w ho ex pect to hold 
them bu t a short time. 
Their disad­ 
v an tage for the person who wishes to 
make a perman en t in v estmen t lies in 
the dan ger that they might be lost or 
stolen , in which case the loss to the 
own er wou ld be as complete as wou ld 
be the loss of a ban k n ote. The cou pon 
bon ds take their n ame from the method 
by which in terest is collected by the 
holder. 
Prin ted on the same sheet with the 
bon d is a series of cou pon s or small 
certificates of in terest du e which are so 
design ed that on e is cu t off at each in ­ 
terest period. 
Each cou pon bears the 
n u mber of the bon d an d shows the date 
of the cou pon ’s matu rity . 
The holder 
of a cou pon bon d, at each in terest per­ 
iod, detaches the cou pon du e that day 
an d collects it. 
T he cou pon s are pay ­ 
able at an y Su b-Treasu ry , an d may be 
collected throu gh an y ban k, an d will 
u su ally be accepted by an y merchan t 
hav in g a ban k accou n t, with whom the 
holder of the bon d has dealin gs. 
The 
holder of a cou pon may at an y time 
hav e it con v erted in to a registered 
bon d free of charge.

“ sing alto” or k eep quiet, or strain and
